Austro - Germans Hurl Heavy 
Masses Against Italian Line 
Between Piave and Brenta 


Heavy masses 
of Austro-German 


troops are being thrown against the 
Italian lines between the Piave and 
the Brenta in an effort 
to drive a 
wedge between the Italian armies de- 
fending the Piave line and those to 
the west, in the Asiago region. 
Comparatively rapid 
progress has 


been made- in this operation within 
the last day or two, and it is becom- 
ing clear that the main Austro-Ger- 
man effort is 
centered 
at present 


upon what is probably the most vul- 
nerable point in 
the Italian defen- 


sive line. 


Invaders Tako Quero 


Quero, on the upper Piave, about 


50 miles from the coast, was taken 
by the invaders, 
who 
subsequently 


pushed the left flank of their lino 
west of the river, a considerable dis- 
tance south along that bank. 
Further west, the massed offensive 


movement has carried the Teutons to 
Monte Tomba, some five miles squth- 
west of Quero, and they are attacking 
the front between this eminence and 
the river with a force which which 
the Italians are finding it hard to 
cope, despite their most desperate ef- 
forts. 


Should 
the Austro-German 
thrust 


be carried much 
further here, 
the 
entire upper Piave line, from a point 
near 
Gonegliano, 
approximately 35 


miles from the Adriatic, 
will be in 
Teutonic possession and it is difficult 
to see how the Italians in this case 
will be able to continue their hold on 
the southerly stretches of the river, 
which at present they are bravely and 
successfully defending. 


Italians Counter Offensive 


In the eastern 'Crentino, the Italians 


have begun 
a counter-offensive on 
the Asiago plateau, which already 
has netted them a gain. 
It is not 


apparent as yet, however, that this 
movement is In sufficient strength to 
constitute any menace to the Austro- 
German operations further east. 


-Kaiser Turns Down BoUheviki 


Petrograd newspapers report Ger- 
many refusing to' treat for peace with 
the present 
Bolshevik! government. 
Emperor William declaring he will ne- 
gotiate only with the legitimate suc- 
cessor to the imperial government or 
with the constituent assembly. 
British and French Active 


East and northeast 
of Ypres, the 


British are now well established on 
the Passchendaele ridgre. 
These po- 
sitions have been under heavy bom- 
bardment by the Germans' for several 
days, evidence that the Germans are 
nervous and hope by their artillery 
fire to check a new British thrust. 


Around St. Quentin, north-west of 


the Allette, where the French gained 
a notable success 
recently, 
German 


and allied patrols 
have been 
busy. 
North of St. Quentin, both the Brit- 
ish and Germans carried out raids. 
French artillery 
has 
been 
shelling 


heavily the German positions south of 
the town for several 
days 
and 
a 


thrust by French troops, evidently as 
a feeler, was repulsed by the defend- 
ers, Berlin reports. 
Army Marching on Petrograd 


Another army is reported marching 


on Fetrograd to oust the Bolshevik! 
from control there. 
The vanguard, 
which is said to be near Gatchina, 
thirty miles southwest of the capital, 
already has had several brushes with 
the Bolsheviki forces. It is rumored 
that Premier Kerensky is returning 
with the new force. 
All the reports 


lack confirmation. 


Dissension in Petrograd 


Apparently there is internal dis- 


sension in Petrograd 
between 
the 


Maximalists and the less extreme so- 
cialists, who have protested against 
acts of the Bolsheviki regime. A re- 


port received in London says there 
has been a split 
in the Bolsheviki 
ranks and that some of the ministers 
have resigned. 


Quiet at Moscow 


In Moscow, the revolutionists arid 


the 
provisional 
government 
forces 
have reached a truce, after days of 
fighting in which 
several 
thousand 
persons were 
killed 
and some 
of 


Russia's religious shrines within the 
Kremlin "were damaged or destroyed 
by the artillery of the revolutionary 
forces. 


Americans to Quit Russia 


The American embassy 
in Petro- 
grad has asked for a special train to 
take 200 Americans to Harbin, Man- 
churia, whence they can reach either 
Dalny or Vladivostok to take steam- 
ers home. 
Jaffa Occupied by British 


Jaffa, . the ancient joplia and .the 


seaport of the Mediterranean for Jer- 
usalem, has been 
occupied 
by the 


British. The Turks gave lip this im- 
portant point without resistance and 
are retiring northward under press- 
ure. 
JeVusalem is 35 miles south- 
east of Jaffa, and its occupation by 
Gen. 
Allenby's troops probably is a 


matter of only a few days.
